The  report  follow  s the  lines  indicated  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in 
Circular  451  and  is  therefore  short,  as  the  full  survey  report  is  not  yet 
due. 

For  the  Borough  of  J arrow  as  for  the  Country  as  a whole  the  year 
1923  was  a healthy  period.  For  instance,  locally,  the  infantile  mortality 
— perhaps  the  most  sensitive  index  of  the  health  of  a community — was 
80  9 per  1,000  births  as  com  pared  with  86-87  in  1922,  and  110-9  in  1921. 
The  death  rate,  13-3  per  1,000  of  population,  w as  likewise  satisfactorily 
low. 

The  birth  rate  was  27  8 per  1,000  of  population. 

There  were  no  severe*  epidemics  throughout  the  year,

i.  Overcrowding,  Housing,  etc. 

These  have  been  referred  to  in  previous  reports  and  it  now  seems 
opportune  to  set  out  in  tabular  form  certain  lacts  relating  to  overcrowd- 
ing, housing  and  the  like  as  lound  in  the  Registrar  (icneral  s Report 
(1923).

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fhere  is  gross  overcrowding  of  persons  per  room  in  the  East  and  North  Wards 


Table  2.— Buildings,  Dwellings,  Rooms  and  Families. 
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Ol  the  14,7/2  persons  living  in  overcrowded  conditions  almost 
8,000  occupied  two  room  dwellings.  Some  3,460  persons,  occupants 
of  3 room  dwellings,  were  living  in  overcrowded  conditions  as  were 
also  2,400  persons  who  occupied  one  room  dwellings, 

I his  was  the  condition  in  1921  and  there  is  much  reason  to  believe 
that  no  improvement  has  been  made  since  that  year. 

ii.  Unemployment. 

1 lie  extent  ol  this  can  best  be  judged  froim  the  following  statement 
which  appeared  in  a daily  paper  dated  10th  September,  1923  : — 

Ax  l xiiAi’i'Y  Record. — -Jar row  is  reported  to  have  more  unem- 
ployed people  cn  relief  than  any  town  in  England.  Of  the  total 
population  of  36,000  about  6,000  are  drawing  the  dole,  another 
23,000  are  receiving  Poor  Law  relief.  There  is  practically  no 
work  in  the  town,  chiefly  owing  the  the  boilermakers’  dispute. 

As  stated  already  the  health  of  the  Borough  has  been  uniformallv 
good  throughout  1923  in  spite  of  the  above.  Nevertheless  there  has 
been  much  distress  and  it  has  been  of  such  a nature  that  it  has  required 
only  the  physically  “ lowering  ” effects  of  a cold  w inter  to  demonstate, 
in  the  form  of  a pneumonia  epidemic,  how  low  the  general  vitality 
locally  has  become. 

iii.  Measures  Recommended  but  not  so  far  carried  out. 

Such  measures  in  so  far  as  they  relate  to  this  Borough,  mainly 
apply  to  those  already  recommended  for  converting  to  the  water 
carriage  system  the  present  ash  closets  numbering  5,864,  The  scheme, 
which  was  based  on  the  Unemployment  Grants  Committee  providing 
65  per  cent,  of  the  annual  payments  of  interest  and  redemption  of  the 
Loan  required  for  a peri'od  of  15  years,  made  it  possible  to  carry  out 
the  complete  conversion  of  ash  closets  within  3 years. 

It  is  highly  probable  whether  assistance  in  the  way  of  grants  be 
forthcoming  or  not,  a conversion  scheme  will  be  proceeded  with  in  the 
not  very  distant  future.

A 
committee  was  I or  mod  representing  all  the  public  organisations  o(  the 
town  and  from  this  powers  were  given  to  a very  active  sub-committee 
consisting  especially  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  (Conn. 
Pattie)  and  the  Vice-Chairman  cl  the  said  Committee  (Aid.  Rose). 
This  sub-committee  succeeded  in  formulating  a very  lull  programme  of 
demonstrations  and  lectures  throughout  the  fourth  week  in  October, 
and  with  the  aid  of  all  members  i I the  dental  pre  fession  in  the  town, 
and  paiticularlv  Mi,  \\  . Crcwthers,  they  also  arranged  the  most 
successful  item  of  the  Health  Week. 

This  consisted  oi  an  appeal  to  over  1,000  townspeople  in  the 
Kmpire  Theatre  on  the  Sunday  night  beginning  Health  Week,  the 
meeting'  be.ng  pri  sided  i ver  bv  the  then  She r i II  ol  Newcastle.  A very 
able  and  | racfcal  address  was  given  bv  I)..  Butterfield,  ol  Newcastle, 
on  “ I lie  Care  i I the  Teeth  ” and  a cinematograph  film  illustrating  in 
an  attractive  story  lornt,  the  relation  of  fi  oil  to  this  subject  and  to  health 
generally  was  shown  and  very  much  appreciated. 

Mention  must  be  also  made  ol  the  pithy  “ Healthograms  ” shown 
on  the  screen  during  that  evening's  | roc:  filing's,  mam  of  which  were 
productive  ol  individual,  practical,  results.

Rose) 
on  “ The  Maintenance  of  Hood  Health,''  at  whielv  were  shown  numerous 
illustrations  ol  the  effeels  of  vitamins  on  nutrition  and  development. 
The  two  lectures  given  bv  Miss  MacCrcgi  i on  the  development  < I Inlant 
Welfare  Work,  and  the  present  application  of  some  elementary  prin- 
ciples in  the  character  moulding  ( I young  children  were  both  much 
appreciated,  the  address  at  the  St.  Bede's  Junior  School  being-,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Sundav  night’s  meeting,  the  most  successful  in  the 
week. 


The  estimated  number  ol  persons  attending  the  demonstrations  and 
addresses  throughout  the  week  was  over  4,000,  or  almost  an  average 
of  one  from  even  family  within  the  Borough. 

Beside  this  special  week  of  appeal  to  the  public  on  health  matters 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  given  addresses  to  various  sections 
of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  to  the  teaching  profession,  the 
fundamental  importance  of  practising  daily  health  habits  being  specially 
stressed. 

The  Public  Vaccinator,  Dr.  H.  Hall,  has  also  given  public  addresses 
on  Small-pox  and  Vaccination  at  which  the  conscientious  objectors  and 
others  doubtful  of  the  value  of  vaccination  have  asked  questions  the 
clear  answers  to  which  left  no  further  room  for  dubiety. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  at  the  invitation  of  the  League  of 
Sister  Services,  addressed  a gathering  of  Health  Visitors  and  Midwives 
of  Jarrow  and  the  neighbouring  Countv  areas  on  “ Infant  deaths  during 
the  first  month  of  life,  and  how  to  prevent  them.”  Besides  showing 
graphicallv  how  the  proportion  of  first  month  infant  deaths  to  the  whole 
infantile  mortality  was  increasing,  it  was  noted  that  the  majority  of 
“ first  month  ” deaths  were  due  to  “ Prematurity  that  premature 
birth  of  the  infant  was,  in  the  mother,  premature  labour.  The  causes  of 
this  condition  were  fully  dealt  with  and  its  prevention  detailed,  prac- 
tically. Further,  midwives  were  special! v warned  that  deaths  of 
premature  infants  were  for  the  most  part  caused  bv  Pneumonia  and 
methods  of  preventing  this  occurence  were  also  full \ explained.

Dear  Sir,— For  your  information  and  consequent  action,  I wish 
to  make  known  to  you  that  meat  from  various  foreign  countries, 
purported  to  have  been  inspected  abroad  is  reaching  this  country 
in  a state  ol  glandular  infection  with  little  or  no  obvious  signs  of 
disease  on  the  membranes  lining  internal  cavities. 

1 would  suggest  therefore  that  in  imported  carcases  vou  hence- 
forward incise  and  examine  such  glands  as  the  prepectorals,  the 
prescapulars  and  the  thoracics  in  fore-quarters,  and  the  precrurals 
the  popliteals  and  the  lumbars  in  hind-quarters.
